, Court Rules 
Lawyers Have 
to Register 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court ruled unani- 
mously today that 
attorneys 


representing a foreign govern- 
ment in legal matters must reg- 


•* ister under the Foreign Agents 


Registration Act of 1938. 


The tribunal, in an opinion by 


Justice Arthur J, 
Goldberg, 


ruled against Victor Rabino- 
witz and Leonard B. Boudin, 
New York attorneys, who were 
retained by the Republic of 
Cuba in 1960. 


Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kenne- 


dy called in 1961 for their regis- 


„ tration under the act which re- 


• quires 
detailed 
information 


about a registrant's work. 


Rabinowitz and Boudin sued 


in U.S. Court of Appeals here, 
asking a declaration that they 
were not subject to registration. 
The lower court dismissed their 
complaint, holding it amounted 
to a suit against the United 
States to which the government 
had not given its consent. The 


•\ attorneys then appealed to the 


Supreme Court. 


Today's decision upheld the 


lower court's dismissal of the 
complaint, and further stated 
that the Foreign Agents Regis- 
tration Act "plainly and un- 
questionably -requires petition- 
ers (the attorneys) to register."

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Rights Bill Is 
Heading for 
a Filibuster

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Hubert H. Humphrey leads off 
with a challenge today as Sen- 
ate backers of the civil rights 
bill launch an all-out campaign 
aimed at winning passage of 
the controversial measure. 


The Senate battle is expected 


to last for weeks. Although to- 
day is the first day the bill is 
before the Senate, opponents 
have been talking against it for 
almost a month. 


The subject of the civil rights 


bill was brought up by newsmen 
late Saturday at a news confer- 
ence President Johnson held at 
his Texas ranch home. 


In reply to a request for his 


views on school boycotts, the 
President said "We believe in 
the right of petition as given 
under the Constitution," but he 
said he believed the civil rights 
bill would be a long step to- 
ward solving problems that re- 
sult in petitions. 


Asked if he thought it would 


be possible to get a cloture vote 
to cut off the expected Senate 
filibuster against the bill, John- 
son said: "I haven't gone into 
that. I think that will have to 
be determined after the debate. 
I don't know whether it will be 
necessary or not." 


In his prepared Senate speech 


today, Humphrey said biparti- 
san backers of the civil rights 
bill.are anxious for "full and 
fair debate." 


The 
Minnesotan, 
assistant 


Democratic leader and floor 
manager for the bill, said "We 
are also willing to come to a 
decision on each title of the bill 
and on the bill itself. 


"We are willing to let a ma- 


jority of the Senate say 'yea' 
or 'nay' on voting rights, pub- 
lic accommodations, school de- 
segregation, equil employment 
opportunity and the other pro- 
visions of this legislation," he 
said. 


Then in a direct challenge to 


the bill's opponents, led by Sen. 
Richard B. Russell, D-Ga., Hum- 
phrey expressed hope that they 
"will be equally willing to per- 
mit the Senate to work its 
will, after an opportunity for 
a searching examination and 
analysis of each and every pro- 
vision." 


Russell, conceding that his 


relatively small group of South- 
erners had been bested in the 
preliminary skirmishes, has an- 
nounced that they had just be- 
gun to fight. 


After the weeks of prelimi- 


nary infighting, Humphrey ap- 
peared to be understating his 
case when he made it clear 
that supporters did not intend to 
ram the bill "through the Sen- 
ate without full and extensive 
debate." 


In fact, he anticipated that 


the detailed explanation planned 
for the rest of the week may 
bring accusations that civil 
rights supporters are "conduct- 
ing their own filibuster." 


"I reject such charges as 


spurious, without substance and, 
in fact, ridiculous," he said. 


Humphrey needed 55 pages of 


legal length paper for his pre- 
pared speech on the 11 sections 
of the bill. He urged the Senate 
to consider each title separately 
in the weeks ahead.

Arctic Blast

Other low readings included a 


16 at Calico Rock, 15 at Gilbert, 
18 at Harrison, 22 at Batesville 
and Morrilton, 23 at Ozark and 
Dardanelle, 25 at Hot Springs 
and Newport. 


Camden and Pine Bluff had 28 


degree weather. 


The 
U.S. Weather Bureau 


called for a hard freeze warning 
again tonight, with lows from 16 
to 24 degrees in the northeast 
and from 24 to 32 in the south- 
west.

Police Making Checks Today 
to See That Spa's Biggest

MacArthur 
Is Fighting 
for His Life

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen. 


Douglas 
MacArthur, 
fighting 


for his life, developed a kidney 
condition of "grave concern" 
during the night, doctors at 
Walter Reed Hospital reported 
today. They said his condition 
remained critical. 


The 
doctors also 
reported 


that the general had "unfortun- 
ately" developed a recurrence 
of intermitent bleeding from 
his esophagus, 
the condition 


that prompted his second oper- 
ation more than a week ago. 


MacArthur is attempting to 


weather the impact of his third 
major operation in 24 days. He 
has been receiving bedside aid 
of an arsenal of life-supporting 
equipment. 


The 84-year-old general was 


under sedation during the night, 
and was receiving intravenous 
fluids, blood transfusions and 
oxygen as he required it. 


But, the doctors said, the five- 


star general was still in critical 
condition, as he has been for 
several days. 


Late Sunday night, hospital 


spokesmen said that Mrs. Mac- 
Arthur had visited her husband 
several times through the day. 
Earlier, they indicated the gen- 
eral was wavering between con- 
sciousness and sedation. 


The latest emergency came 


early Easter morning and doc- 
tors had to operate for a third 
time — the second emergency 
surgery in seven days. 


They removed about -eight 


feet of small intestine after a 
portion 
of 
it 
had 
become 


trapped in an old hernia. It had 
literally strangled for Jack of 
blood. 


Doctors said they had found

open and closed and I think they 
Will open again this time," he 
said. "They're going to try to 
make it legal in the November 
election and I think they can do 
it with a good campaign." 


Asked if he thought gambling 


would rise again even if it was 
not legalized, Ermey said, "It's 
a 50-50 deal. It might open up 
gradually, depending on the 
pressure from around the state 
and from the governor's office.' 


"If he (Faubus) says no, we'll

southeast of Anchorage, reports

— pronounced "Valdeez1— said 
many of the 32 dead were on 
a dock that collapsed when hit 
by a huge sea. wave. 


The sea waves also worked 


terrible and deadly destruction 
thousands of miles away, kill- 
ing at least 16 persons in Cali' 
fornia and Oregon, Worst of 
these sufferers was Crescent 
City, Calif., more than 2,000 
miles from the quake's epicen- 
ter. There 11 persons died and 
15 were still missing. 


Anchorage, center of the Alas- 


kan recovery effort, went sober- 
ly about its business, flinching 
at successive after-shocks. 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP)-
